Leist said, “ We are asking for 
•pace now.” 
It is estim ated that if the bond 
issue is approved, a majority is 
needed, the new structures would 
be r e a d y for occupancy som e­ 
tim e during 1962.

On Market1 Quotas 


Official notices of farm 
allot­ 
ments for the 1961 wheat crop are 
being mailed to farmers this week, 
according to J. Austin Dowden, of­ 
fice manager for 
the 
Pickaway 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Committee. 
Most of tile allotments differ only 
aligbty from 1960-crop allotments, 
since the national 
acreage 
allot­ 
ments remains at the minimum 55 
million acres which has been 
in 
effect for the past six years. Hie 
farm allotments are based primari­ 
ly on past wheat production history. 
Dowden 
points out that 
all 
growers who will produce more 
than 15 acres of wheat as grain 
in 1961 will be eligible to cast 
ballots in the July 21 referendum 
on marketing quotas for the 1961 
wheat crop. 
Growers who will have small ac­ 
reage and those who are taking 
part in the feed wheat program 
are not eligible to cast ballote, 
since the wheat from such farms 
would not be subject to marketing 
quota penalties. 
“The referendum will decide im ­ 
portant questions for wheat 
pro­ 
ducers,” Dowden said, 
“ and 
the 
outcome, naturally, will represent 
the will of those growers who take 
the trouble to cast their ballots. 
“If at 
least two-thirds of the 
grower 
who vote 
approve 
the 
quotas, then they will be in effect 
for the 1961 wheat crop, marketing 
penalties will apply to the “excess’ 
wheat of growers who do not com­ 
ply with their farm allotments, and 
price support will be available at 
not less than 75 per cent of parity— 
the exact level to be announced 
soon.

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Home Garden Area 
I 
Needs Ventilation

Today, outdoor living is an im­ 
portant part of our d a i l y life. 
Young and old 
alike 
enjoy 
the 
outdoors and want to have pleas­ 
ant surrounding* with a minimum 
of work. 
S h o r t e r work 
weeks mean 
more leisure time for the devel­ 
opment. care and enjoyment of 
<mtdoo*r living areas. With a lit 
tie 
imagination, 
money, 
and 
time, even a small home land 
scape can have an area develop­ 
ed into an outdoor living room. 
The selection of plant materials 
for outdoor living rooms is as im­ 
portant as the selection of furn­ 
ishings for the indoor living room. 
Many p e o p l e fail to realize how 
important plant selection can be to 
their enjoyment until they are in 
a situation where improper selec­ 
tion has b r o u g h t along some 
problem*. 
Some plants attract insects or 
are usually severely infested with 
insects and 
diseases 
during 
the 
summer months. Hedge materials, 
for instance, will harbor mosquit­ 
os and thew1, of course, are unwel­ 
come visitors. Several varieties of 
plants attract flies arui bees which 
are quite bothersome when trying 
to relax. 
Plant diseases can affect many 
common ornamentals. Using these 
p l a n t s make frequent spraying 
necessary 
for 
disease 
control 
Many varieties of flowering crab 
t r e e * will lose their foliage if 
not sprayed regularly. Roses can 
become unsightly if a spray pro­ 
gram is not followed. 


SOME plants have undesirable 
or heavy odors or are heavy pol­ 
len bearers. Marigolds, roses, chry 
santhemums, and 
g e r a n i u m s 
sometime induce sneezing. Vibur­ 
num carlesii (Korean spice bush), 
Bechtal 
crab, 
lilac, 
and 
sweet 
mock orange may be undesirable 
if the homeowners do 
not 
favor 
plants with heavy odors. 
Privacy is often considered as 
the main feature in landscaping the 
outdoor living area. Fences and 
walls give a q u i c k screen but 
plant material is usually consider- j 
ed more desirable, especially from ; 
the neighbor’s standpoint. A well- 
cared for screen of plant material I 
can be enjoyed from both side* 


while wood 
or 
concrete 
screens 
sometimes p r e s e n t a problem 
in softening or ornkmenation. 
Outdoor living areas should be 
enjoyed d u r i n g spring, summer 
and fall. If the area around the pat­ 
io or o u t d o o r living 
room 
is 
over planted, t h e r e will 
be 
a 
loss of air movement. You move 
outside for f r e s h air and very 
often these outdoor areas are stuf­ 
fy due to poor air movement. 
Plant material in pot* and tubs 
can he used in the terrace and pat­ 
io landscape. This 
is 
sometimes 
desirable in w h e r e the homeown 
er wants to c h a n g e the arrange­ 
ment of the patio furniture. 
Often geraniums, petunias, tu­ 
berous • rooted begonias, vinca 
vines, yew (taxus varieties), Jap­ 
anese 
hollies, 
arborvitae, 
fire- 
thorn and 
h o u s e 
plants 
are 
used for this purpose. Attractive 
areas ran be produced with a lit­ 
tle imagination and patience. 
Many of my c a l l s and letters 
concern insect and disease control 
in the home g a r d e n . Sometim­ 
es. the questions can be answered 
without seeing the plant mater­ 
ial, hut very often the problems 
are of such nature that identifica­ 
tion of the trouble through corres­ 
pondence is impossible. To correct- j 
ly diagnose the situation, the fol­ 
lowing points should he considered 
before recommendations 
can 
lie 
given. 
What is the name of the plant? 
It is sometimes 
very 
useless 
to 
know that a p l a n t is, 
for in­ 
stance, only a maple. There are in 
sects and disease which are spe­ 
cific pests on one m a p l e variety 
and do not bother another variety. 
Where is the plant growing? Is it 
in the landscape planting, garden, 
on a slope, in a d i t c h or along 
a road? This is important because 
not all p l a n t troubles arise from 
insects 
and 
diseases. Sometimes 
the plants are in poorly drained 
soil, in very dry a r e a s around 
the foundation or In areas exposed 
to wind and winter sun.

Growers who will have sm aller 
wheat acreages in 1961 and those 
who are taking part in the feed 
wheat program are not eligible to 
vote, since the wheat from such 
farm* would not be subject to m ar­ 
keting penalties under a quota pro­ 
gram. 
The office 
m anager reminded 
farm ers that those who vote in the 
July 21 referendum will 
be 
the 
ones who decide what kind of pro­ 
gram will be in effect for the next 
wheat crop. He urges that every 
eligible voter cast his ballot, so that 
the result may truly reflect the 
desires of growers themselves. 
At least two-thirds of the total 
votes cast must be favorable if 
the 1961 wheat marketing quota is 
to remain in effect.

Grad School Near 'Must 


More students each y e a r are extending 
their college education into the graduate 
level. This past school year there were 
350.000 graduate students in U. S. colleges 
and universities. 
There are going to be more, too. accord­ 
ing to a survey made by Business Week 
magazine. It found that the growth in the 
percentage of students staying in college 
for graduate degrees has been greater in 
the last two years than ever. 
P art of the reason is prosperity. More 
new’ graduates can afford to go without 
a job w h i I e they earn a higher degree 
because there are m any more scholar­ 
ships available, their families can stake 
them or b e c a u s e their wives can find 
jobs to support them. This is a reversal of 
a former pattern, when it was n o t e d that 
enrollments increased in periods when jobs 
were scarce. 
But there is another facet, too. It is that 
industry is demanding higher degrees.

Where a bachelor's d e g r e e now is con­ 
sidered almost a must to enter industry at 
a reasonable level, the graduate degree is 
becoming necessary for advancement, ac ­ 
cording to college placement officials. 
This has university officials w o r r i e d 
They fear the influx of students will cheap­ 
en the standards of their graduate schools. 
But with c o l le g e degree replacing the high 
school diploma as a status symbol, per­ 
haps replacement of the college bachelor's 
degree with t h e m a ste r’s and the latter 
with the Ph.D is inevitable.

Is m an alone in the universe in this 
galaxy? The evidence that man is alone 
in the solar system is overwhelming. But 
many astronomers, including Australian- 
born Dr. R. N. Bracewell of Stanford, be­ 
lieve there is a great deal of intelligent 
life elsewhere in our own Milky Way gal­ 
axy. 
Dr. Bracewell began on April 8 to train 
a radio telescope on the stars Tau Ceti 
and 
Epsilon 
Eridani to see whether he 
could 
detect 
signal 
patterns 
em anat­ 
ing from thereabouts. The two were pick­ 
ed as the nearest stars iikelv to have h ab ­ 
itable planets. They are so “close 
that 
signals traveling at the speed of light 


Retailers On Way Out? 


A New York University economist has 
predicted that within a short time retail­ 
ing establishments will have become ob­ 
solete and m anufacturers will sell their 
goods directly to the public or through 
semi - independent outlets. To a large ex­ 
tent. says Prof. E. B Weiss, this already 
has happened. 
Many of the larger chain stores, he says, 
derive greater profit from merchandising 
schemes of m anufacturers and other ser­ 
vices than they do s e l l i n g to the con­ 
sumer. 
Certainly, merchandising techniques are 
constantly in a state of evolution. P rom 
the early - day street vendor and side­ 
walk m erchant to the contemporary multi- 
floor department store was a long road, 
with many innovations in between. Nor 
has this evolution resulted in the elimina­ 
tion of proprietorship retail outlets. The 
one - m an business is threatened more by 
government regulation and taxation than 
lack of customers. 
Studies by the Bank of America neverthe­ 
less show' realtv investment and develop-

Dr. Brace- 


well estimates, and on quite a few of 
them there must exist conditions at least 


as favorable as on earth for the develop­ 


ment of intelligent life.

When Harry Truman speaks of 
the “ special interests,” he employs 
a term normal in American trad­ 
itions. When he uses the phrase “ a 
party of privilege,” he means the 
•ame thing. 
It is the concept not of the super­ 
iority of the mass over the skilled, 
but rather 
the 
Jeffersonian 
con­ 
cept of tile equality of man in the 
eyes of the law and of God. It is 
this view which produced Populism 
in the broad Missouri Kansas area 
that also produced Harry Truman. 
Strictly on moral grounds, Harry 
Truman made his protest against 
a “ bought ” Democratic Convent­ 
ion 
Although 
Truman 
made 
it 
clear that his opposition was pri­ 
marily a.mod 
at 
John 
Kennedy 
and Adlai Stevenson, he was in­ 
dicting 
the system oC prim aries 
and of conventions wicr chooses 
the candidates of either party. 
The expenses for these operation* 
are enormous. The poor man who 
goes into this thing must become 
dependent on all sorts of persons 
and influences. 
Naturally, 
John 
Kennedy 
has 
large sums to expend; his father 
earned the money. Nelson Rocke­ 
feller also has tremendous sums 
to use; his grandfather canted it. 
But Rockefeller is inexperienced 
politically 
and 
too 
stubborn, 
so 
that Hie money did not help him. 
Hubert Humphrey ran out of mon­ 
ey. Richard Nion is a poor xman 
and a campaign fund had to 
be 
raised, but as he is his party’s sole 
candidate, not loo much has been 
required. 
In a word, the cost 
of 
getting 
nominated 
is so 
high 
that 
only 
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those who are themselves neb or 
who can raise enormous amounts 
of money have any chance at all. 
Men like Abraham Lincoln or Wo­ 
odrow Wilson would face real dif­ 
ficulties today 
Truman said 
“The future 
usefulness 
of 
the 
party and the restoration of direct­ 
ion and leadership to 
the 
nation 
are of such paramount importance 
that I am impelled 
to 
disregard 
the pleadings of some of my friends 
to remain silent about the situat­ 
ion that has developed. They have 
urged me not to do anything to up­ 
set or offend anyone by speaking 
up now.” 
Those who proposed that Harry 
Truman rem ain quiet 
apparently 
do not understand the moral char­ 
acter of the man 
They fail to recognize that when 
Harry 
T ru m an 
was 
elected 
by 
the people in 1948 his personality 
underwent a 
sharp 
change. 
He 
was no longer an accident. He was 
no longer the Vice President who 
was cleared by Sidney Hillman. He 
was no longer 
the 
piano player 
with Lauren Bacall on the lid 
of 
the piano 
He was chosen by the 
people after a tough campaign in 
which he appealed directly to the 
people against the “ special inter­ 
ests ” 
He had defeated Tom Dewey who 
to him represented the special in­ 
terests. It was a moral victory for 
a moral man. He dei eloped qua! 
Hies heretofore not obvious, 
This has to 
be understood 
in 
relationship to H arry Trum an's op­ 
position to John 
Kennedy 
whom 
he does not like as a man although 
J he pretends to. But apart from any 
personal likings, Truman

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—Public 
report of radioactivity date collect 
ed 
in 
the areas of the 
Atomic 
E nergy Commission s Ohio install­ 
ations is planned by the AEC, it 
was announced today. 
The reports, to be m ade avail­ 
able 
about every three 
months, 
will be filed with the Ohio De 
partm ent of Health. 
The four AEC facilities f r o m 
where the reports will be made 
available 
are 
operated 
by 
con­ 
tractors for the AEC and include 
t h e 
commission s 
Portsmouth 
plant in Pike County, operated by 
the Goodyear Atomic Corp ; the 
Evendale plant operated by the 
General Electric Co.; the Fernald 
plant 
operated 
by 
the 
National 
Lead Co., and the .Miamisburg in­ 
stallation 
operated 
by 
Monsanto 
Chemical Co. 
Reports covering the period of 
January 1959 through March 1960 
show that the levels of radioac­ 
tivity in the air or w ater from any 
of these Ohio AEC 
installations 
are well below established radia­ 
tion safety limits, the AEC said. 
These 
standards, 
it 
added, 
are 
based on the recom m endations of 
the National Committee of Radia­ 
tion Protection. 
“ The extremely low level radio­ 
active products which have been 
released 
into the 
Ohio environ 
ment are greatly diluted and dis­ 
persed,” the report said. Data on

levels,

What are the chances of your 
children becoming allergic? 
They are pretty 
good

cans sutlers from 
some

disease sometime in his life. 
While allergies can pop up at any 
time and al ant age, most symp­ 
toms appear during the first 15 
years of life. 
The baby in his crib is especially 
subject to eczema ani the grow­ 
ing child is a likely victim of hay 
fever and asthma 
How can you protect your young­ 
ster from developing an allergy? It 
is virtually impossible. Still, let me 
pass along a few' tips that may be 
of some help. 
I hate always advocated breast 
feeding of an intant w-henever pos­ 
sible 
According to the Allergy Found­ 
ation of 
America,

for the breast feeding of infants ap­ 
pears to be responsible for an in 
crease in infantile eczema 
The Foundation reports that the 
protein in cow s milk is the most 
common, but by no means the only 
allergen in early infancy. This pro­ 
tein may cause gastro • intestinal 
symptoms and infantile eczema. 
Asthma is the most serious of 
the common allergies. 


Studies have shown that about 50 
per cent of the children woo hate

And a b o u t 40 per cent of 
the kids with upper respiratory al­ 
lergies become asthmatics.
